1. The issu e sho u ld be o ne o f 
serio u s 
mo ral q u estio n; there 
sho u ld be no q u estio n o f p erso n­ 
al gain o r p erso nal griev ance. 
2. All legal means to remedy 
the co mp laint sho u ld be ex ­ 
hau sted befo re civ il diso bedi­ 
ence is tried. 
3. The mo ral issu e sho u ld be 
p o sitiv e; the aim sho u ld be to 
awaken the p u blic to the need 
fo r legal refo rm. 
4. A p erso n engaged in civ il 
diso bedience sho u ld be willing 
to ta ke the p enalty if he fails. 
'"This is the best ev idence that 
y o u a re sincere. There mu st be 
a dlsctinctio n between an effo rt 
a t refo rm and an effo rt at rev 
o lu tio n.” 
5. Resistance mu st be no nv i 
o lent. "Civ il diso bedience rests 
o n the no tio n o f refo rm that is 
no t mo tiv ated by ho stility to ­ 
ward the o ther side . . . it mu st 
be regarded as an act o f p er­ 
su asio n, no t 
intimidatio n.’* 
These criteria make the dif­ 
ference between a Dr. Sp o ck, 
who willingly o ffered himself as 
a test case o f the legality o f the 
1 Vietnam war, and tho se who 
seem to think that a little bit 
o f right o n their side ju stifies 
any kind o f behav io r. 
Using these criteria, few o f 
Hie camp u s o u tbreaks in recent 
weeks wo u ld q u alify as legiti­ 
mate civ il diso bedience. One 
thinks o f the Co lu mbia Univ er­ 
sity rio ters, who demanded am­ 
nesty fo r their ho o dlu mism, o r 
the stu dents a t Ohio Univ ersity 
who threw ro cks at the p resi­ 
dent’s ho u se becau se su mmer 
v a ca tio n 
was p o stp o ned a week.

The pu ndits ov erlooked what 
the politicians clearly discerned

was indicativ e of great drawing 
power. On the v ice pre.sidentia l 
line, where the Hu mphrey nan^ 
was posted, he receiv ed 144,052 
v otes — all cast as an ex pres­ 
sion of su pport for a candidate 
who had entered the race too 
late to be on the presidential 
line. In addition, he receiv ed 
13,29 7 write-in v otes, which is 
no mean achiev ement. Totaled, 
that comes to 157,349 v otes, as 
opposed to the McCarthy tally 


of 147,557 and the Kennedy tal­ 
ly of 127,881. 
Of cou rse, there are du plica­ 
tions. Some pro-hu mphrey v ot- 
ers u ndou btedly cast v otes for 
ca ndida tes other than Bobby , 
Kennedy simply to stop him, be­ 
fore they ex pressed their r e a l, 
choise on the second line. Bu t 
to the Hu mphrey total, there 
mu st be added a su bstantial 
portion of the 40,830 v otes cast 
for President Ly ndon Johnson. 
The California contest will not 
reflect Hu mphrey strength in 
the cou ntry as a whole. Nor will 
it pit Bobby against the v ice 
president. That test will come . 
in New York, where political ob­ 
serv ers say that Bobby is in 
bad trou ble.

Nix on’s performance was not 
an isolated factor.

In Bobby Kennedy ’s case, the 
defeat in Oregon was hardly an 
isolated

misfortu ne. It was the climax 
to a career marked by abrasiv e 
relations with press and pu blic, 
by a total disregard for the sen­ 
sibilities of those who came in 
contact with him, and by an 
ideological whimsicality which 
has seen him compromise posi­ 
tions with ev ery shift of the po­ 
litical winds. 
To change the metaphor, the 
chickens came home to roost in 
Oregon — bu t not for the rea­ 
sons adv anced by those who 
seek to ex plain away the defeat. 
In the post-primary analy ses, 
many who had commented ec­ 
statically ov er the honed effi­ 
ciency of the Kennedy machine 
or remarked on the shrewdness 
of Bobby ’s strategy now argu e 
that the Oregon campaign was 
clu msily handled by his chosen 
state leader, Rep. Edith Green. 
It is argu ed as well, that Bob 
by lost becau se Oregon is not 
a “ ty pical" state, lacking as it 
does the Negro and ethnic mi­ 
nority v oting blocs of the big 
indu strial states. With inv idiou s 
intent, it is pointed ou t that it 
is predominantly white, Anglo- 
Sax on Protestant.

His position on 
Vietnam was assessed coldly in 
a state which is represented in 
the Senate by a Democratic and 
a Repu blican “dov e" — which 
is relativ ely objectiv e on the is­ 
su e of v iolence in the streets 
precisely becau se it is not fe- 
ferishly coping with it. 
Like Bobby Kennedy , Sen. Eu ­ 
gene McCarthy is a Catholic. 
Like Bobby , he is opposed to 
the war in Vietnam. Like Bob­ 
by , he is representativ e of the 
left-wing of the Democratic Par­ 
ty on domestic issu es. Yet he 
won in what we are told is a 
WASP state — mav erick enou gh 
to su pport the occasional do­

Way ne Morse. 
The greatest error that the 
pu ndits make in analy zing the 
Oregon resu lts is in the com­ 
ments abou t Vice President Hu ­ 
bert Hu mphrey .
